State Board of Health Issues a 
Special Order to Lumbermen. 

The order of the State Board of 
Health, requiring lumber opera¬ 
tors to see that the men whom 
they employ can show a good vac¬ 
cination scar, and prove by a le- 
gaily qualified physician that they 
have been vaccinated within three 
years, is creating considerable com- 
ment'in lumber circles', and'is es¬ 
pecially interesting to towns like 
Bethel, situated so near the line of 
of other States and Canada, from 
which men come in large numbers 
to work in the woods. It would 
appear to be for the best interests 
-of'the operators to see that this or¬ 
der is enforced as operatiqns are 
seriously interfered with if small-' 
pox is developed in their crews. 
It is hoped that everyone will give 
the efforts of the State Board their 
hearty support. Already, during 
the past month, cases of small¬ 
pox have been present in some 
twenty-soven. towns and planta¬ 
tions in our State, and the strictest 
vigilance and most untiring efforts 
are required to prevent its spread 
throughout the State. The ef¬ 
ficient work of the State Board 
last winter in restricting the 
spread of the disease is well re¬ 
membered. This active work has 
been going on continually, and 
has been Seconded considerably by 
the United (states Public Health 
and Marine Hospital service upon 
request. 

Inasmuch as the only efficient 
precautionary measure against the 
spread of small-pox in and from 
lumber camps is vaccination, and 
as experience has shown that the 
only way to bring about general 
vaccination is to make it com¬ 
pulsory, the State Board has Issu¬ 
ed this special order, deeming that 
the safety and best interests of 
the lumbermen and of the entire 
State required' what it provides 
for. The observance of this regu¬ 
lation can be productive of none 
but the best results in the end. 
It was issued after approval by 
-the high State authorities and care¬ 
ful consideration of the Interests 
of all whom it affects. Had such 
an order been enforced last winter, 
Bethel and Newry would undoubt¬ 
edly have escaped the anxiety and 
expense which was suffered from 
small-pox cases which developed 
in lumber camps. Our experience 
has been such that we can give 
hearty approval to this order.

HARDY PLANTS.

Caution to Those Who Purchase 

Nurserymen. .* 

One of the favorite means of attract¬ 
ing attention adopted by nurserymen 
an advertising new and wonderful 
Erees and plants is the setting forth, 
of their characteristics as hardy 
plants; that is, their ability to with¬ 
stand cold. As a matter of fact, what 
the grower wants is a plant that is 
3tesi. adapted to withstand hardship, 
and. is, in that general sense, hardy, 
While a Jersey cow if turned loose 
near the north pole would not prove 
Stardy neither would a polar bear if 
turned loose on the equator. The hear 
could no more withstand the hardship 
'to which he would find himself ex¬ 
posed than could the poor cow. The 
heat wonid use him up as quickly as 
She ahserce of heat would demoralize 
the cow. We often hear the Snyder 
blackberry recommended as a hardy 
plant, y»t It i- the first to ‘‘throw up 
the sponge" when the weather is a lit- 
•tle too warm and a little too dry, If 
some dlstemirator of plants will send 
out a blackberry that is as large and 
■■good as the best we now' have, and 
'that sends its roots down to everlast¬ 
ing moisture and lifts up its head and 
‘laughs at a three months’ drought, 

‘ with the thermometer at 100 degrees 
'in the shade, he may well claim to 
'have the champion plant. Growers 
vwill not ask him to guarantee its cold 
'resisting ability. The cold of winter, 
has no terror for \he Michigan black¬ 
berry grower, A pear tree that can 
•withstand ISO degrees helow zero, hut 
•which dries up and dies on the ap¬ 
proach of the first hot wave, is worth¬ 
less in a country subject to hot waves. 
2n the light of past experience it is 
difficult to understand how nursery¬ 
men can persist in advertising as 
'“.hardy" new things that cannot suc¬ 
cessfully resist the summer’s heat 
without knowing that they are per¬ 
petrating a deception on innocent and 
unsuspecting farmers.

Feeding Coop for Chick*. * 

Otir illustration shows a device 
which is designed to give-little chicks 
a chance to take their food without 
being harassed and robbed by the 
older fowls, it consists of a slutted 
cox, four feet long, twenty inches 
wide, and a foot high, The lower 
parts of the sides are covered with 
boards and the remainder of the coop 
witn laths. The bottom is left Open, 
the box resting on the ground. At 
each end next to the ground is an 
opening three inches wide and a little 
more in height, to admit the chicks. 
The food id scattered ' inside on the 
ground through the slatted, top, A 
coop of the dimensions named will- be 
sufficient for thirty chicks until they 
are four weeks old. It should be re¬

* ‘Lifting Plants for Winter. 

“Taking up and potting geraniums 
sand other bedding plants which farm¬ 
ers’’ wives and other amateurs wish 
to preserve, should he done before 
-the advent of cool, frosty Weather, in 
erder that some root growth can be 
smade before winter. As generally 
managed, the work Is deferred to the 
latest possible moment, and then the 
gflants are kept in a hall-way or on 
tthe porch until the snows of early 
November alarm the owner, and they 
are taken in. This treatment gives 
little or no opportunity Cor.the plants 
to make any progress in their new 
•position. The cold nights and occa¬ 
sional cool days keep the temperature 
-of the soil in the pots much lower than 
it should be. Newly pottecL plants re- 
•quire to he kept, for at^least two 
■weeks after potting, in a room where 
tile temperature is above 53 degrees. 
Bof; to get a geranium with roots 
sixteen inches long into an eight or 
mine-inch pot is often a puzzle to tile 
•amateur, hut is easy when one learns 
how. First put in an inch of broken 
crocks for drainage and then cover 
with a little coarse earth, Take the 
plant in the right hand with roots 
hanging down, Insert the roots in the 
pot so the ends of most of the longest 
ones rest on the earth, give the plant 
a twist, lowering it a little at the same, 
time, shake in some fine soil with the 
left, hand, anti repeat the operation un¬ 
til the roots are ail in. The turning 
of the plant distributes the roots and 
■“takes up the slack” or surplus length. 
After a few trials the experimenter 
Will he able to do it nicely Without 
cramming or crowding the roots. Do 
hot keep newly potted plants too wet.

Some Wise Advice Regarding 
Poultry Yard. 

Save all tl * bones from the table, 
pur. them in au old sheet-iron - pan 
kept for the purpose,-and brown them 
slightly. Then pound them on a rock 
with a hand-ax, or if you can afford it, 
buy a' bone crusher. 

Bouo ditst shrtild not he. mixed with 
the chicken feel. It is too stimulating 
and is liable to cause enlargement of 
the liver in bets that are not laying. 
Put it where the hens can get it, and 
those that want it, and need it, can 
then eat just what they care for aud 
no more. 

Have a scratching place, and do not 
throw the Ch’cken grain down on the 
cleanest, hardest piece of ground you 
can find, but among leaves, or in 
straw, and make the hens scratch. 
Prepare the scratching ground in 
place that is sheltered from the wind, 
and let it be a permanent affair. 

There is no profit in keeping mon¬ 
grels in your poultry-yard when, pure- 
bloeds can be had at comparatively so 
small an expense. Uniform chickens 
are not only prettier and thus more 
satisfactory to care for, but they may 
be fed to a better advantage than can 
a flock which is made up of large and 
small. 

Don’t cheat" yourself with the belief 
that once a month is often enough to 
Clean out a chicken-house. It should 
be cleaned every day, or at the farth¬ 
est, every three days. You might 
about as well leave the droppings un¬ 
der the roosts as to throw them just 
outside the door. Take them to the 
field, or Under a shed, and mix with 
an equal quantity of dry soil. 

Don’t feed corn to a laying hen in 
summer; you might about as well give 
her poison. She will .not only get too 
fat to lay hut,too greasy to eat, 


Hinges and Hasps for a Box. 

Grain chests and other useful boxes 
may he made on the farm by any one 
handy with tools. The farmer who 
has a passable set of tools and in¬ 
genuity can always find some kind of 
wet-weather work more profitable' 
than Sitting around the nearest gro¬ 
cery, talking and smoking. Our illus¬ 
trations show how to make iron 
■hinges and fastenings without re¬ 
course, to a blacksmith. From a strip 
of hoop-iron, are cut pieces three 
inches long, in each end of which a 
hole is driven with a steel punch, 
and afterward reamed out to one 
quarter of an inch diameter *by means

of a three-corned file in a hit brace, 
Staples are Made of thick wire and 
one is driven in at each end of the 
hinge and clinched to hold it In place, 
The clasp is made in the same man¬

end, and tile slot connecting them 
cut with a file or Cold cllisel. The 
hasp Is bent to a right angle, the up¬ 
per end stapled to the box cover, and 
a larger staple driven so as to pro¬
